Mrs. Clay, the first Negro 


candidate for a major office in 


^.the deep delta since Recon- 


struction, paid her $750 filing 
fee and filed her corrupt prac- 
tices pledges in the secretary 
of state's office. 


"Negroes in Arkansas have 


very little, if any, representa- 
tion in Congress," she said. 
"My chief interest in seeking 
this office is to give the Negroes 
of Arkansas full representation 
in the nation's capital."

Mrs. Clay was reared in Clay 


County near Wynne. She moved 
to Forrest City in 1949, where 
she and her husband operated 
the Clay Funeral Home until 
his death in 1957. 


She is president of the Forrest 


City Chapter of the National 
Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People. 


Rep. Oren Harris, D-Ark., of

cates that Arkansas got only 
0.2 per cent of the $28,107,832,- 
000 spent during the fiscal year 
ended June 30. 


Only $39,114,000 was spent in 


Arkansas during the period, for 
procurement, ranking the state 
fifth from the bottom among 
the states. The only states in 
which less was spent were Id- 
aho, Vermont, Nebraska 
and 


Montana. 


California ranked first with 


$5,835,670,000 in military spend- 
ing, or 23.1 per cent of the total. 


The total for Arkansas was 


a drop from the previous year 
when $84,798,000 was spent in 
the state for procurement. This 
is significant in that the pro- 
curement total for the 1963 year 
increased by $300,000,000. 


In the area of defense con- 


tracts, the state also ranked 
low. 


The study showed that Arkan- 


sas institutions received only 
$689,000, less than 0.05 per cent, 
of the $6,198,903,000 spent for 
prime contracts awarded 
for 


experimental, development, test 
and research work. California 
received 41.4 per cent. 


The report also showed that 


the state had 14,361 active duty 
military personnel in the state 
during the 1963 fiscal year and 
4,523 civilian employes of the 
defense department. 


The payroll for the military 


personnel was estimated at $59,- 
970,000 and that of the civilian 
employes at $28,716,000. 


The report 
indicated there 


were substantial reductions in 
the areas of employment from 
the previous fiscal year when 
there were 19,252 active 
military 
personnel 


civilian employes.
